But 
McKinley has set sail on the seas of in- 
vestigation now and he is not going to drop 
anchor until the harbor of final results is 
reached. He knows that the fate of his 
administration depends upon it, and that 
to quit without , pushing the inquiry 
through will be equivalent to a plea of 
guilty. 
A&A Call on the President. 

The president accorded to me today the 
honor of a personal interview. I called at 
the white house early in the morning and 
mounted the front steps with Postmaster 
General Smith, smiling and genial, and 
Secretary of State Day, sour-visaged and 
unhappy. A hundred newspaper men had 
told me that I could not see the president, 
but I sent my card in with the messenger, 
who trailed along after half a dozen cab- 
inet members, and before these latter had 
found time to take off their hats, the mes- 
senger came out with an invitation for me 
to occupy one of the numerous leather- 
cushioned chairs in the ante-room. I oc- 
cupied it for nearly one hour and was busi- 


ly engaged in reading one of the New York | 


newspapers, when a door in the far end 
of the room was opened and somebody 
moved briskly in my direction. 

It was the president! 

He came forward with a smile and took 
the seat next to mine, after a cordial hand- 
shake. He never looked better in his life. 
From head to foot his whole frame was 
filled out with the vigor and muscle of 
g00d health, and his first words had the 
hearty ring that comes only from a good 
conscience and a good night’s sleep. He 
Was smooth shaven, as always, and his 
shaggy eyebrows quarreled with his smil- 
ing lips as he talked. He wore a rougn 
frock coat of some black material,‘ and 
trousers of a light check pattern. Later, 
when he threw himself into a chafr behind 
the magnificent mahogany desk ‘at which 
presidents of the United States have for 
years received visitors, he was as undemo- 
cratic as any real estate agent in Atlanta 
whom one might approach with a view to 
buying a house and lot. 

Why Was the South Left Out? 

I told him that I had come to ask him 
Why none of the volunteer regiments from 
the southern states were sent to the front. 

“They were,” he said. “The troops at 
Chickamauga and Atlanta and Jacksonville 
and Tampa and Mobile and New Orleans 
were all a part of the army of invasion. 
Our attack upon Cuba did not involve only 
the men who actually landed at Santiago, 
but all those who formed a part of the 
&Teat force which was massed in the south- 
ern states as a menace to Cuba.”

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SHAFTER SUBMITS HIS REPORT. 


Santiago Campaign Is Officially Told 
by the American Commander. 
Washington, September 13.—General Shaf-

The general, accompanied by his aid

the report to Adjutant General Corbin. He 
also brought with him two Cuban machetes 
to be presented to Mrs. Alger as memen- 
toés of the campafgn. 

The report is a voluminous document, 
covering with the supplementary report of 
division commanders about 200 typewritten 
pages. Of this General Shafter’s report 
forms about haif. After submitting the re- 
port General Shafter conferred for some 
time with Acting Secretary Meiklejohn and 
General Corbin. 

It was stated afterwards that the report 
would not be made pubtic for the present; 
the desire being to place it first in the 
hands of the president and Secretary Alger 
and allow sufficient time for a mature con- 
sideration of its contents. After that there 
is little doubt the material portions and 
perhaps the entire report will be made 
public. It repeats a story pretty well 
known, although there is much interest in 
the view which the commanding genera) 
takes of several features of the campaign.

Havana, September 13,.—The presence of 

Robert. P. Porter, who is in Havana on a 
special commission from the United States 
government, to study the financial and eco- 
nomic agpects of the situation, is regarded 
with suspicion by the party of free Cuba, 
as indicating the establishment ‘ of an 
American policy of guardianship. 
‘Mr. Porter is preparing a revision of the 
Cuban tariff, which will probably be pro- 
tective of Cuban industries, and is acquain- 
ting himself with every detail of local tax- 
ation. In this work, he is assisted by a 
capable staff. For the present his efforts 
are only préliminary as until after the 
definite settlement of peace, it will be im- 
possible to establish the new regime. 

But his efforts and inquiries, taken to- 
gether with the announcement that Ameri- 
can troops will be sent later to occupy 
the island, which had hitterto been doubt- 
ed by many, have the effect of provoking 
protests from the more rabid who are hold- 
ing meetings and adopting resolutions 
against “encroachment upon our rights 
as citizens of the free and independent re- 
public of Cuba by the establishment of an 
American protectorate.”’ 

Two problems, independence and annexa- 
tion, are the chief topics discussed and the 
idea of an American protectorate with mili- 
tary occupation, is nowhere favorably con- 
-sidered. Everywhere it is recognized that 
the choice is between independence and an- 
nexation. 

Next month at the headquarters of the 
so-called Cuban republican government at 
Cubitas, province of Puerto Principe, repre- 
sentatives of the different corps of the 
Cubam army will proceed to a presidential 
election and a definite constitution of the 
government. 

Each army corps will send eight dele- 
gates, making a total of forty-elght elec- 
tors. There are two separate and distinct 
tendencies jn the Cuban army, one strong- 
ly supporting the present government and 
the other favoring General Maximo Gomez. 

Already four’ presidential nomination 
tickets are in the field. On the first are 
the names of Bartolome Masso,for president 
and Mendez Capote, for vice president: on 


for the first place and Jose Miguel Gomez 
for the second; on the’ third are Jose Mi- 
guel Gomez and Pedro Betancourt, and on 
the fourth Calixto Garcia and Jose Miguel 
Gomez. 

At the camp of Jose Miguel Gomez a 
newspaper called La Nacion has been pub- 
lished for some time. It is described as a 
streng advocate of peace and harmony, 
and carries with it the moral indorsement 
of General Maximo Gomez, who is known 
to favor the early disbamding of the Cuban 
troops and a return to the arts of peace. 

General Gomez is stil] encamped on the 
Narcisa estate at Yaguajay, Santa Clara 
province.

Correa, said 
the government alone was responsible. 

Dead Man Attacked.

ITALIANS ROUGHLY HANDLED. 


Subjects of the Assassinatei Empress 
Are Seeking Revenge. 

London, September 13.—Special dispatches 
from Vienna say the entire Austrian-Hun- 
garian empire is infuriated against the 
Italians as a result of the assassination of 
the Empress Elizabeth and that violent 
anti-Itallan demonstrations have taken 
place at Trieste, where Italians and na- 
tives have been fighting in the streets with 
sticks and stones, sometimes using revol- 
vers. Six deaths are reported to have oc- 
curred there, and the troops were called 
out to suppress the disturbances. 

At Gratz an Italian peddier has been 
lynched, and at Vienna fully fifteen hun- 
dred Italians employed on the municipal 
works have been summarily dismissed in 
order to avert a popular revolt, The Ital- 
ian embassy at Vienna is guarded by a 
strong body of infantry.

They Talk, However, of the Brave 
Soldiers. 


AND COMPLIMENT WHEELER VERY HIGHLY 


The Macon Carnival Is Working Up 
Great Interest, and Will Be a 
Grand Occasion. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., September 13.—President E. A. 
Waxelbaum, of the Macon Carnival Asso- 
ciation, and Chairman Roland Ellis, of 
the committee on invitations, returned this 
morning from Jacksonville, Fla., where 
they had been to invite General Fitzhugh 
Lee and Colonel William J. Bryan to at- 
tend the carnival in Macon, which occurs 
on October llth, 12th, 13th and l4th.

General Lee said he would attend the 
carnival if the visit did not conflict with 
his war duties. He said he would be de- 
lighted to mingle with the people of Geor- 
gia on that occasion. It is proposed that 
General Lee make an address on one of 
the afternoons that the spectacular of “The 
Living Flag’’ is shown. 

Celonel Bryan declined to accept the in- 
vitation for the reason that as long as ke 
is in the army he does not care to appear 
on oecasions like the carnival lest his mo- 
tives be misconstrued and criticised. 

In a conversation with The Constitution 
correspondent, Mr. Ellis, in speaking of his 
visit to Lee and Bryan at Jacksonville, 
said: 

With Bryan ani Lee. 

“Mr. Bryan does mot believe that he 
ghould leave the regiment immediately 
under his command even for a day for 
the purpose of receiving any attention 
even at the hands of his nearest friends. 

“Mr. Bryan was extremely courteous to 
Mr. Waxelbaum amd myself, and I spent 
Sunday with him, driving about nursing 
the sick, providing them with dainties and 
relieving their suffering. Ceaselessly, with- 
out dinner or supper he went, until worn 
out with fatigue I left him. This man, 
eurfeited with the plaudits of his fellows, 
is leading a life among the fever-stricken 
commands he has led to war, of a hero. 
His tent is pitched with them, out in the 
open; his daily place is by the sickbed, and 
his nightly occupation relieving some man’s 
distress. Though clothed in the raiment 
of high military authority, he was still 
the phain Americam democrat, loving his 
fellows and by them beloved. 

“General Lee, whose kind offices toward 
us were bespoken by Mr. Eryan, compli- 
ménted most highly Mr. Bryan and his 
regiment. We spent yesterday at Bryan's 
tent as the guest of the regiment. AS we 
took leave he said: ‘Ellis, tell the people 
of Macon. that.everything I do is criticised; 
that'I°am criticised for speaking and for 


remaining silent; but that if it were only — 


for the criticism of partisan enemies I 
would come to the people who have so 
honored me in the past. However, while 
I hold this military office I expect to per- 
form the railitary duties attached, ard in 
the near future I am not wilimg to leave 
even for a day the men who are stricken 
with fever, until their maladies lift. With 
Geneval Lee it is different. He is the corps 
commander, and such a seasoned veteran 
of official life that he is entitled to a 
day’s vacation when he wishes. 

“ ‘I will write a history of the battles I 
have won,’ said he with his infectious 
Smile, ‘and send it to Macon; but if you 
wish the hero type of the present war, 
send for Gemeral Wheeler.’ 

“General Lee spoke up and said: ‘You 
had better take Mr. Bryan. There is only 
one of me and sixteen of him.’ 

“Colonel Bryan replied: ‘Despite this hap- 
Py personal concentration of the general's, 
he is now contending in his campaign 
for the Virginia senatorship that he is the 
only original Bryan man.’

‘quit stealing’ who never stole. This other 
man is a liar; that man has got to quit 
lying: the man who is cheating and de- 
frauding his neighbor in business has got 
to quit cheating anu defrauding his neigh- 
bor. God does not save a man by setting 
him up in the sun like a brick to dry. 
About the highest conception some people 
have of salvation is to save me from hell. 
That’s not the love of God; that’s not the 
spirit. of God's son who came to seek 
that which is lost. Save us up to gsome- 
thing; these do-nothings in the church are 
the dead weight of the church, You can 
not conceive of God being idle, and if you 
could go tonight and wajk the golden 
streets with the martyrs you would not 
find a single idle spirit in the expanse of 
heaven. If I could unecap the furnaces of 
heil and: let you see the long list of the 
damned I would show you two for not 
doing what they should have done to one 
for doing what they should not have done.

Army Officers Would Not Care To Tes- 
tify Before Civilians. 
Washington, September 13.—The difficulty 
which is being experienced in the construc- 
tion of the proposed commission for the 
Investigation of the conduct of the staff 
branches of the army during the war witb 
Spain has excited some discussion in mili- 
tary circles as to the possibility of the 
practical failure of an investigation by a 

commission, 

' It develovs that there ts a decided divap- 
proval among army officers of the propost- 
tion to have the conduct of the war investt!- 
gated by a civil commission which cannot 
be clothed with any judicial! authority. 

The objection is not on account of any 
prejudice against civil, authorities inter- 
fering in military matters, but ts due to 
the fact that testimony before a commis- 
sion not possessing judicial authority would 
be in a manner voluntary anda would, it ts 
said, put officers in the attitude of gratitu- 
ously giving testimany which might. be 
damaging to indivkduals or to the admin- 
istration of the war department. Army 
officers say that it would be no trouble to 
get all the nformation tlfere is concerning 
the campaign at ‘Santiago, the manage-

Judge Simonton Hands Down a Decis- 
ion in Richmond. 

Richmond, Va., September 13.—The opin- 
ion of Judge Simonton in _ the case of 
Thomas Ryan against the Seaboard pnd 
Roanoke Company and others, was ren- 
dered today. This case, which has at- 
tracted widespread attention, more par- 
ticularly in railroad circles, was argued 
in the United States circuit court at Ashe- 
ville on the 16th of August last.

NO REPRESENTATIVE NAMED. 


United States Will Be Represented at 
Czar’s Peace Conference. 
Washington, September 13.—President Mc- 
Kinley has not yet named a representa- 
tive of the United States to attend the 
conference projected by the ezar with the 
purposes of securing a genera} disarmament 

of the great powers of the world. 

In the answer returned by ‘him, how- 
ever, to the invitation extended by the 
Russian minister for foreign affairs, which 
was transmitted by Ambassador MWMitch- 
cock, the president openly expressed his 
concurrence in the sentiments set forth in 
the Russian note and promised, if the con- 
ference is held, to have the United States 
represented by some person. [t is not be 
lieved at the state department that the 
sending of such a delegate would commit 
the United States government to any cer- 
tain line of policy beyond that specifically 
set forth in the call, namely to engage to 
limit armament to certain proportions. 


CABRERA GHIS A LARGE VOTE. 


Minister Hunter Notifies Department 
of Guatemalan Election. 
Washington, September 13.—Minister 
Hiunter telegraphs the state department 
from Guatemala, under date of yesterday, 

as follows: 

“The election of president for Guaiemala 
held during the first seven davs during 
September resulted in the election of the 
incumbent, Manuel Estrada Cabrera, by 
the largest majority ever given a presi- 
dentia] candidate in this republic. Two 
candidates were voted for—Cabrera and 
Castillo—both liberals: 316.500 votes were 
cast. Of thie unprecedented large number 
Cabrera received and Castillo 564. 
Peace, good order and.an untrammeled 
exercise of the election franchise twnarked 
the entire election.” 


CAMP THOMAS IS DISSOLVED. 


Chickamauga Park No Longer Home 
of Volunteers. 
Chickamauga, Military Park, Ga., Sep- 
tember 13.-—The volunteer army of Camp 
Thomas has been completely dissolved 
and scattered, the last regiment, the Ninth 
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marched to General Breckinridge’s head- 
quarters, headed by fe regimental band 
playing national airs, where, on behalf of 
the regiment, Colonel Green expressed 
acknowledgments to the general for the 
many courtesies they had received from him 
at the park. General Breckinridge respond- 
ed that though the New Yorkers were the 
last of the army to get away from the park, 
they were by no means the least either as 
to efficiency or military qualifications, The 
general gave the boys a rousing send-off 
and announced that with their departure 
the Chickamauga army was dissolved. The 
regiment then ‘boarded the train, and 
with three rousing cheers for Breckinridge 
and Camp Thomas, they took their depart- 
ure for their homes. 


FIVE NEW CASES AT TAYLOR'S. 


House in Which Kilgore Lived Has 
Been Burned. 

Jackson, Miss,, September 13.—The yellow 
fever situation is unchanged. Mrs. Kil- 
gore, wife of the man who died Monday 
night, and her children, accompanied by a 
nurse and ten persons, who resided in the 
infected district, were sent north on a 
Special train today. The house in which 
Kilgore died has been burned to the ground. 

No new cases or deaths are reported 
from Orwood. Five new cases have ap- 
peared at Taylors; two are not expected to 
live. The physicians in charge have wired 
for help. Dr. Waldour has been ordered to 
the scene. Surgeon Carter, of the taarine 
hospital service, has left Jackson for 
Franklin, La. 


YELLOW FEVER IN PORTO RICO. 


General Brooke Wires the Health Con- 
dition of His Troops. 
Washington, September 13.—The follow- 
ing cablegram has been received at the 

war department: 

‘‘Ponce, Seotember 13.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral, Washington: The number of sick 
among troops in Porto Rico, 1,886; atout 
18 per cent; 177 typhoid; 447 malaria; 1,262 
other diseases. Investigation of two deaths 
at Ponce shows them to be yellow fever, 
whioh originated in quartermaster’s hos- 
pital. One more case has developed. All 
troops at Ponce have been removed to 
camps. General Henry has taken pre- 
caution to prevent disease spreading. 


TENNESSEEAN KILIS A MAN. 


Soldier Shoots a Market Man to Death 
in San Francisco. 

San Francisco, September 13.—Walter 
Rosser, of the Tennessee regiment, tonight 
shot and killed Henry Hilderbrant, an em- 
ployee of the Spekels. market, in this city. 

Rosser was walking up Market street, 
and seeing the sweetmeats exposed to view, 
it is alleged, started to help himself and 
was told by Hilderbrant, who is employed 
by Fink & Co., owners of the stall from 
which the goods were being taken, to move 
on about his business. 

Kosser, instead of complying, immediate- 
ly drew his revolver. and pointing It at 
Hilderbrant, fired, the shot instantly kill- 
ing him. Rosser is now in the county jail, 
charged with murder. 


NEGROES THREATEN A JUDGE. 


Story Sent Out That Prouty Had Been 


Lynched. 

Wichita, Kas.,. September 13—A week 
ago a negro named Dave Fitch was killed 
by six cowboys at Tecumseh, Oklahoma. 
Judge Plauty, who has jurisdiction over 
that section, did not act in the matter as 
quickly as the negroes thought he should, 
and they made some threats against him. 

Out of this grew a rumor of a lynch- 
ing and the story that Judge Prouty had 
been thanged by a mob was telegraphed 
from here last night. The story is abso- 
lutely without foundation in fact and has 
arcured much indignation among Prouty’s 
friends.

Nashville, Tenn., September 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At Ciarksville, Tenn., this afternoon 
eeven young men, Robert and Ben Wilson, 
John Hays, John Delph, Edgar Rinehart, 
John Bagwell and William Hunter, were 
placed under bonds of $1,000 each for al- 
leged violation of age of consent law.

Colored Laborers Brought Home. 


New York, September 13.—The United 
States transport Saratoga arrived today 
from Santiago via Montauk. The trans- 
port sailed from Santiago on September 34d, 
and arrived at Montauk Point on the 9th 
with 250 colored laborers, stevedores, eic., 
and about sixty signal corps men, the 
latter landing at Camp Wikoff. The 
transport brought to New York about 3,000 
rifles, a part of the surrendered arms of 
the Spanish army at -Santiago, principally 
Mausers and Remingtons. 


Troubles in Guatemala. 


New York, September  13.—Passengers 
who arrived today on the steamship Al- 
lianca, from San Jose, Guatemala, bring 
news of the political troubles in that re- 
public. They say that the election of Man- 
ve! Estrada Cabera as president by a large 
majority, and the death of General Pros- 
pero Morales, have not by any means put 
an end to the political complications in 
that country. The recent riot in which 
nearly 300 people were killed, it is de- 
clared, is but the beginning of a series of 
conflicts which cannot but cause mutch 
bioodshed. 


Porto Rican Commission Idle. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, September 13,—The 
American evacuation commissioners today 
paid a visit of courtesy to the Spanish 
commissioners. No session of the commis- 
sion was held today. The American com- 
missioners are waiting with curiosity for a 
disclosure of the attitude of the Spaniards 
tomorrow. 


Republican Loss in Maine. 


Portland, Me., -September i13.—The re- 
turns from the state election are very 
slow, 228 towns out of 430 give Powers, 
républican, 40,597; Lord, democrat, 22,296. 
The same towns in 1894 gave Cleaves, re- 
publican, 50,633; Johnson, democrat, 22,973. 
This shows a republican loss of about 20 
per cent, 


Japan’s New Tariff. 


Washington, September 13.—A telegram 
has been received at the Japanese lega- 
tion to the effect that on the 10th instant 
the government of Japan proclaimed that 
the new Japanese statutory tariff, as well 
as the Englith, German, French and Aus- 
tro Hungarian convention tariffs would be 
put into operation on the Ist of January, 
1899. This step marks the inauguration of 
Japan’s new treaty relations with the 
western powers. The revised treaties as a 
whole will-go into operation on the 19th of 
July, 1889, but by their terms it was pro- 
vised that, if the Japanese government so 
desired, a new tariff might be substituted 
before. that date dor the conventional 
which has-been in exclusive operation 
since 1866.

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LINARE’S MESSAGE TO ‘SPAIN. | 


General at Santiago Asks for Permis- 
sion to Surrender. 

Havana, September 13.—The Havana pa- 
pers today publish a lengthy cable mes- 
sage sent by General Linaires at Sfntiago 
to Captain Aunon, minister of war, on 
July 27th, in which he shows the = utter 
futility of further defense of Santiago. He 
dwells upon the starved and weakened con- 
dition of his troops and the strength and 
order of the Americans. He declares it 
impossible to break through the American 
lines and draws a sad picture of his hun- 
ery, wet and weary soldiers in trenches. 
He declares defeat inevitable, and after ad- 
vocating a surrender, closes by saying: 

“If for reasons of which I am ignorant, 
the sacrifices demand it, or if some person 
is required who will assume the responsi- 
bility for the inglorious end alrgady pre- 
dicted in my former dispatches, I offer my- 
self loyally on the altar of my country, to 
assume command and responsibility in 
either case and I will, if necessary, be 
alone answerable for the surrender of this 
place, as my modest reputation is of smaili 
value compared with the national wel- 
fare, LINARES.”

Adjutant General Corbin Issued an 
Order for Hebrew Soldiers. 

New York, September 13.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin has consented and issued or- 
ders that 4,000 Jewish volunteers who had 
either joined volunteer regiments or had 
seem fighting at the front during the late 
Spanish-American war should receive fur- 
loughs to enable them to participate in 
the celebrations of the Orthodox Jewish 
Congregational Union of America. 


British Bark Probably Lost. 


Philadelphia, September 13.—The British 
bark David Morgan, Captain McMillan, 
prebably has been jost, together with her 
crew of nineteen men. The Morgan sailed 
from this port on March 25th for Nagasaki, 
Japan, with a cargo of cil. The vessel 
is owned in Glasgow by A. Weir & Co.

Concord, N. H., September 13.—The re- 
publicans of New Hampshire held one of 
the largest state conventions ever held in 
this state here today, more than seven 
hundred delegates presenting credentials.

» The matter is not as important now as 
it was half a century ago, but there is 
no reason why usage should not be ac- 
curate. ‘When referring to any domes- 
tic policy with which the United States 
are concerned, it can do no harm to 
follow the example of the organic law, 


the constitution of the country. By 


referring to that document it will be 
seon that the United States are not an 
“it,” but a combination of states sov- 
ereign in all those rights that they have 
not surrendered to the general govern- 
ment for the promotion of their own 
interests. But when it comes to our 
foreign relations, the plural idea seems 
to disappear, and the United States melt 
into an indivisible, invincible ‘‘it.” 

As for the big N, our correspondent 
must have perceived that capital letters 
do not play a large part in our scheme 
of typography. On one occasion, in- 
deed, one of our enthusiastic proofread- 
ers presented to the public a dispatch 
in this shape: ‘““The Russians are march- 
ing on the bosphorus.” ‘What possible 
chance could the big N of thiseor any 
other nation stand in the face of such 
a scheme as that, even allowing that it 
has been modified so far as to restore 
the big B of Bosphorus? 

All such matters, however, really seem 
to be immaterial or trivial. We can- 
not change destiny by a capital letter or 
by suppressing a plural. That which 
is really definite and important at this 
hour is HANNAISM and its legitimate 
product, ALGHRISM. 
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A Mistaken Contemporary. 

The Washington VPost, quoting two 
little paragraphic pleasantries from The 
Constitution, proceeds to deliver a sort 
of political sermon which is so curious- 
ly fashioned that it may be described 
as at once a défense of Algerism and a 
hint to the republican newspapers that 
they would do well to change their 
course. 

Our esteemed contemporary seems to 
be under the impression that all the 
troubles of the administration are due 
to “the mass of falsehood and vicious 
exaggeration which has been piled up 
largely by the aid of republican news- 
papers,” and to “the professional liars 
in certain New York newspapers.” That 
this impression ig incorrect Wwe are sure. 
The republican newspapers have had 
presented to their view a series of mur- 
derous mistakes and horrible blunders 
which they could not afford to ignore. 
The facts have been stuck under the 
noses of the American republic and they 
constitute a scandalous stench which 
even the most influential party organs 
could not afford to ignore. To ignore 
it would be to approve all the imbecility 
of which it is the natural result, 

This being the case it was the duty of 
the honest republican newspapers to call 
attention to the matter and denounce 
it to the end that the administration 
might clear its skirts by placing the re- 
sponsibility where it belongs. That the 
majority of these newspapers have per- 
formed that duty fearlessly is very cred- 
itable to modern journalism. 


‘Amapala, Nicaragua, Salvador and Hon- 
duras bound themselves to act as a unit 
in all matters pertaining to their for- 
eign relations. This was signed in 
4895, and takes its name from the port 
on the island of Tigre, where the nego- 
tiations were conducted. The terms of 
this treaty looked to further prosecution 
of the work then begun until Costa Rica 
and Guatemala sfiould join with their 
sister states in complete union, covering 
internal as well as external affairs. 

Under the treaty of Amapala the ad- 
ministration of the foreign affairs of the 
three participatfhhg republics’ has been 
entrusted to a diet consisting of one 
member from each republic which has 
held its sessions one year in one of the 
republics, the next in another, and 80 
on. The conduct of foreign affairs by 
the diet has apparently proved an ob- 
ject lesson of value to the people of all 
the republics. The substantial elements 
in these countries have for a long time 
been tired of the constant and almost 
continuous revolutions growing out of 
the ambitions of scheming politicians 
for control of the different governments, 
and the Greater Republic was the first 
step toward the fruition of their hopes 
for union and peace. 

The treaty of Amapala did not, how- 
ever, stop with the agreement of union 
in foreign affairs. It provided that as 
soon as the other two republics of the 
peninsula could be brought into the 
union, it should be the United States of 
Central America, and the convention 
to frame the constitution for this gov- 
ernment is now in session at Managua. 

This convention consists of sixty 
members, twenty selected by each leg- 
islature. Many of the articles of. the 
constitution have been agreed on, and 
recent advices indicate that the pros- 
pects of actual and complete union are 
excellent. There is to be one president 
instead of three, and the congress is to 
have control of internal as well as ex- 
ternal affairs, taking the place, indeed, 
of the legislatures of the different states. 

It might have been better for the 
outside world had the convention hit 
upon a name which could not so easily 
have been confounded with that of this 
greater republic, but it is a matter of 
congratulation of the pepple of Central 
America that union is Iikely to be the 
final outcome, and that they will have 
a chance to devote themselves to the 
arts of peace, to the development of their 
magnificent natural advantages of their 
country, instead of being called upon 
to take part in the “revolution before 
breakfast’”’ which, according to popular 
conception at least, has been the dis- 
tinguishing characteristic of life in the 
five republics in the past.

All of this goes to show that there is 
no enthusiasm in the party this year; that 
the apathy of Watson, Branch, Ellington 
et al. is general throughout the organiza- 
tion and the prospect is excellent for Colo- 
nel Hogan to receive by far the smallest 
vote that has ever been cast for a populist 
candidate for governor, 

Chairman duBignon returned yesterday 
to democratic headquarters.

The patent 
office settled the discussion a few days 180 
and granted the patent to Rev. Goodwin, 
The obtaining of the patent means @ large 
sized fortune to the minister. Following is 
the story of the film, according to The 


New York Journal: 

“After struggling for twelve long years 
to prove that he is the originator of the 
Kodak film, much used for photographic 
purposes throughout the world, Rev. Han- 
nibal Goodwin, of Newark, has at last re- 
ceived word that the patent authorities at 
Washington have recognized [™*s claim 
and granted him a patent. Th's means 
much to the priest inventor, as it will likely 
make him a millionaire, or nearly 80. 

“Rey. Goodwin is probably one of the 
best known clergymen in New Jersey. For 
many years he was rector of the House of 
Prayer, a high Episcopal church, but of 
late years he has only filled pulpits. occa- 
sionally. He is bordering on four score 
years, but is remarkably well preserved. 
He ig also tall in stature, being six feet 
three inches in height. 

“Por many years Rev. Goodwin spent 
much time at amateur photography. It 
was while thus engaged that he saw the 
necessity of an article to take the place 
of glass plates in photographing. He had 
some knowledge of chemistry, and begab 
to experiment in a small laboratory which 
he had fitted up in the garret of the rec- 
tory. One day, over twelve years ago, his 
labors were rewarded, when he succeeded 
in producing the film now used s0 much. 

“Recognizing the value of his discovery, 
Rev. Mr. Goodwin sent samples of the film 
to Washington and applied ror a patent. 
Some time afterwards, while the patent 
was pending, Rev. Goodwin received word 
that a dry plate company had filed an ap- 
plication for @ patent on a like article. 
The patent officn declared an interference, 
and then the question of priority had to 
be settled. It ended in a victory for the 
clergyman, the opposing company acqui- 
escing as to priority. 

“The Rev. Mr. Goodwin believed at the 
time that the fight had ended there, but 
in reality it had only begun. The dry plate 
company, finding that the priority of the 
Goodwin invention had been established, 
then began a legal fight to prevent a patent 
being issued to the divine, on the ground 
that his film was not patentable. Eminent 
legal talent was engaged, expert testimony 
presentéd, and old and new photographic 
literature of the world ransacked with & 
view to finding that some similar invention 
had not at some time or another in some 
place been made, 

‘“‘Appeal after appeal was taken from one 
court to another, and all kinds of legal 
trickery resorted to. The struggle ‘contin- 
used for twelve years, and has at last been 
settled by the patent office granting the 
patent,

United States of Central America. 

The advices from Managua, which is 
a city of the republic of Nicaragua, in- 
dicate that the United States of Central 
America as a separate government is 
well under way. 

Judging by the outline of the consti- 
tution which is in process of adoption, it 
is correct to use the singular verb in 
speaking of this new government, for 
the design of the framers of that im- 
portant state paper seem to have in 
mind a strong central government ab- 
sorbing all the powers which are now 
exercised by the five separate republics 
of the Central American peninsula. The 
thought of state sovereignty seems to 
have been abandoned, and perhaps, in 
view of the conditions prevailing in those 
republics, this is wise. 

To understand the status of this move- 
ment and its importance in American 
affairs, it is necessary to go back sev- 


cumulating. 

We are not sounding any note of 
alarm, nor are we seizing the question 
by its political ears, but simply calling 
attention to a matter which, in the 
course of a year or two, will have more 
importance than now attaches to it. We 
do not propose to discuss seriously the 
proposition made by some of the saints 
of sound money that the surplus be dis: 
persed by redeeming and retiring the 
greenbacks. The ‘Washington Post 
thinks that such a proposition will not 
be hospitably entertained, and ‘ve agree 
with it. 

Nevertheless, the surplus itself will, 
in the course of*a few months, begin to 
attract attention. It will attract the at- 
tention of business men . because 
every dollar of it comes right out of 
the channels of trade and investment. 
Just at present it seems to be effective 
in attracting gold imports by hardening 
fhe money market in New York. While 
this process continues, the growing sur- 
plus will not be troublesome, hut after 
awhile it will begin to make its ‘nfluence 
felt. It is. in short, one of the prob- 
lems entailed by the war, and, like the 
Philippine question, must be settled by 
friendly and free discussion, not neces- 
sarily along the lines of partisanship.

Considering that he is quietly and un- 
obtrusively devoting himself to. fighting 
malaria and mosquitoes at Jacksonville,

MRS. J. ELLEN FOSTER, WHO HAS 
been for a great while actively connected 
with the work of the Washington Red 
Cross committee, epent a few hours in At- 
lanta this week, and during her stay here 
visited and inspected the hospitals at Fort 
McPherson, 

She has nothing but praise for the hos- 
pitals and for the surgeons and nurses 
who are in charge. She is well acquainted 
with the workings of the largest army I 0s- 
pitals of the country and is especially 
capable of passing judgment on the one 
at Fort MoPherson. She is unstinted in 
her praise of the location of the camp 
and of its excellent sanitary conditions. 
In comparing it with other hospitals in 
the country, she places the one at Fort 
McPherson far in the lead. 

She was giad to note the elements of 
health here and compares Fort McPherson 
to Camp Wikoff. The Long Island camp 
catches the cold, bracing sea breeze, which 
is too strong for the sick and does not 
have an invigorating effect on them, while 
the hospital at Fort McPherson is receiv- 
ing the benefit of cool breezes and dry 
air, all of which go to aid so much in the 
recovery of fever patients. 

She highly praises the management of 
the hospitals by Major Taylor and his as- 


sistants and pays a tribute to trained nurs- 


es in general. In discussing the McPher- 
son hospitals, Mrs. Foster said: 

“Tt was a great satisfaction to visit and 
unofficially inspect the hospital at Fort 
McPherson. The location is exceptionally 
fine. high and dry; arr and good water are 
of course essentials in any camp or hos- 
pital, Atlanta is justly proud of these ele- 
ments of health and necessities of restora- 
tion from sickness. I have lately been at 
Camp Wikoff, on Long Island. There the 
white surf comes roliing in, making a pic- 
ture for an artist, but also bringing dense 
fogs. The stiff breeze from the ocean is 
i: vigorating to a well man, but is too 
harsh for the sick or weak who were pois- 
cned in Cuba. Their blood is too thin to 
respond to the attack, 

“At McPherson the air is cool, but of a 
kinder temper. The management of the 
hospital seems the very best, the medical 
attendance and nursing competent and suf- 
ficient. 

“Through the courtesy of Major Taylor, 
eurgeon-in-chief, and the guidance of As- 
sistant Surgeons Patterson and Flagg, I 
spent several hours in the different wards 
and am greatly comforted with what I 
saw. None of my vwn family have felt 
the agonies of this war, but I know moth- 
ers all over the land who gave their best 
beloved when the country called. I am 
glad to give them what solace I may in 
the midst of their grief. 

“Being actively and continuously con- 
nected with the work of the Washington 
Red_Cross committee, I have been in close 
touch with the movement of the troops 
and the conditions of camps and hospitals 
since the beginning of the war. I have 
seen pleasant hillsides and green pastures 
suddenly changed inw cities of tents, as at 
Camp Alger, and rolling sand wastes be- 
come alive with multitudes of human ant 
hills, as at Camp Wikoff, and the rigid 
lines of military post buildings broken hy 
the softer and often sadder features of 
canvas tents for the recruit and for the 
sick soldiers, as at Fort McPherson. It 
has been a study of life under strange, 
sometimes grotesque, often heroic and al- 
ways serious conditiuns. Out of the gloom 
of this hour, when the people who gave 
the army to humanity’s cause and their 
unstinted and unbounded resources to take 
care of it make reasonable question of 
their agent, the government, as to how it 
has carried out its part of the contract. 

“T am glad to say, from personal and 
close observation, that I have found army 
surgeons, as a rule, possessed of superior 
ability and onscientiousness manliness, 
and that when conu...0ons beyond their con- 
trol did not negative their efforts, the sol- 
diers of the army have been treated with 
the greatest skill that medical science com- 
mands, 

“Too much cannot be said of the high 
character and great service rendered by 
trained woman nurses. There are hun- 
dreds now employed and I have not heard 
one word of criticism. The trained nurse 
has the heart of a woman, the hands of 
a@ servant and a head as cool as if she 
had no heart. The trained nurse is the 
last, best gift of up-to-date medical 
science,”’

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COUNTY OF ATLANTA 


Mayor Collier Makes Novel Suggestion 
as te New Territory. 


THE CITY SHOULD SPREAD OUT 


Extend Limits Mile and a Half and 
Make City a New County. 


MERGE CITY AND COUNTY GOVERNMENTS 


Mayor Says the Change Would Save 
Tax-Payers a Good Deal of Money. 
Officials Favor the Plan. 
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Mayor Collier has a plan for 
merging portion of county and 
city into the “County and City 
of Atlanta,” 


HERE IS A NEW IDEA FOR THE AN- 
nexation of districts adjacent to the munic- 
ipal line. Mayor Collier is the local orig- 
inator, and it is meeting with great favor 
among city officials and taxpayers, 

His suggestion is to make Atlanta a4 
county as well as a municipality, to incor- 
porate the entire new county, and to com- 
bime the present county and city govern- 
ments. This, he says, will result in the 
saving of a great amount to the taxpayers 
every year. 

The mayor’s idea is not to include the 
whole of Fulton county with its present 
dimensions, but to extend the present city 
line for, say a radius of a mile and a half— 
just to give the town enough room to 
grow—and to cal] it the “city and county 
of Atlanta.”’ The remaining territory in 
Fulton county, he says, might be patched 
onto the adjoining counties. 

This plan is not altogether original with 
Mayor Collier. It has been the trend of 
northern cities for some time. Philadelphia 
is a county, and the city and county gov- 
ernmemts are the same. It ig the same in 
New York, and other cities of the north are 
now seriously considering the proposition. 

During the agitation of annexation of 
territory some months ago, when the 
“Greater Atlamta’’ scheme was -talked of, 
Judge Tompkins suggested the idea of in- 
corporating the whole of Fulton county as 
the city of Atlanta. This plan met with 
favor among a large number of citizens, 
but no steps were ever taken in that direc- 
tion, 

Mayor Collier thinks the territory refer- 
red to would be sufficient. Judge Anderson, 
city attorney; Alderman Frank P. Rice, 
and a number of city officials to whom the 
mayor has mentioned his plan, are hearti- 
ly in favor of it, and would be glad to see 
some movement started to that end. 

“There is no reason,” said Mayor Col- 
lier yesterday, ‘“‘why the plan to incorpor- 
ate Atlanta as a county as well as a city 
could not be easily materialized. It would 
certainly result in a great saving to the 
taxpayers every year. By a consolidation 
of the present county and city govern- 
ments, there is no reason why thousands 
of dollars could not be saved every year, 
at the same time having just as good a 
government as at present. 

“The addition of a radius of a mile and 
a half of new territory from the present 
city Hmes would be sufficient. This would 
fence in Atlanta for many years to come. 
Just what offices would be consolidated, of 
course, is a matter for further considera- 
tion, but it occurs to me that instead of 
having a county board, fits duties might 
devolve upon the council; that the offices 
of city marshal and county sheriff might 
be comsolidated; that the offices of the two 
clerks might also be merged into one. 
There are various ways in which large 
sums of money could be saved. I see no 
reason why the plan would not be a good 
thing for Atlanta.” 


COLORED CANDLER CLUB ACTS 


Appoints Committee To See That Col- 
ored Voters Register and Decides 
To Stand by Democratic Party. 
The colored Candler club held an im- 
portant meeting last night at its head- 
quarters in the Willingham building. The 
meeting was largely attended, over 100 

persons beng present. 

A committee of four was appointed to 
look after the registration and see that 
all colored voters register and qualify 
themselves to vote in the election. In 
addition to this, the meeting announed 
that inasmuch as the republican party has 
no candidate, it was thought best for the 
thinking colored men of Georgia to stay in 
touch with the party they have to deal 
with, and that the colored Candler club 
proposes to stand by the democratic 
party. 

The following resolutions relative to the 
situation were adopted by the meeting: 

“Whereas, we find that there is a great 
deal of work to be done in leading our 
people to a true idea of the Candler club, 
that no pains be spared in presenting the 
facts to the people of the state, and 

‘Whereas, the republicans have no or- 
ganization in the state, be it resolved, 
that we, as thinking colored men of 
Georgia, feel there is more safety in ad.

It looks as if there are to be some dif- 
ferences between the contractor and the 
architect, who have superintended the con- 
struction of the jail, and yet both deny 
that such ig the case. 

Yesterday afternoon a representative of 
The Constitution called at the new jail 
and found the contractor reading a news- 


paper. 
“When will the jai} be finished?” he was 


asked. 

“It is finished now, so far aS we are 
concerned,”’ he replied, “and we are wait- 
ing for the county to accept it. The water 
is turned on, the steam is tumed on and 


tha elevator is running.” 
To bear out this statement there was not 


@ man working about the building any- 


where. 
“Why dosn't the county take it, then?’ 


he was further asked. 

“Oh, I cam’t answer that. I suppose it 
will in a day or two. The county commis- 
sioners may be waiting to arrange about 


the furnishings.”’ 

Last night Mr. Grant Wilkins was asked 
over the telephone: 

‘Is the new jail finished?’ 

“No, it is not,’”’ he replied. 

“The contractor says it is finished,” he 
was told. 

“Well, he is mistaken. There are a good 
many littie things yet to be done, and he 
will change his mind, maybe, this morning. 
Mr. Hazen is a nice mant'and he has not 
refused to make any changes when asked 
to do so.’ 

Mr. Wilkins was asked'if there was any- 
thing wrong, and he said there “was not, 
but that the new jail was a large building 
and there were many small odds and ends 
that had to be examined and fixed before 
he could tender the building to the county 
commissioners. 

County Commissioner 
when seen last night, said: 

“I can’t say whether the building is com- 
pleted or not. I understand that it is nearly 
ready to be turned over and I guess it will 
be in a few days. Mr. Wilking will first 
accept it for us, It will then take us about 
@ weex to clean it up and get it furnished. 
As to the furnishings that will require a 
special meeting of the board.” 

The new jail was to have been finished 
on the first day of last January. A fail- 
ure to complete it on that day entitled the 
county commissioners to a forfeiture of 
$15 tor every day thereafter. If the build- 
ing is formally accepted on September i5th, 
the contractorg will then be 258 days be- 
hind, and this will cost them in forfeitures 
$3,870. 

Contractor Hazen was asked yesterday 
afternoon if he thought the county would 
force him to pay that amount, 

“I don’t know,’’ was the reply. ‘“‘We have 
never been made to pay forfeitures of the 
kind and maybe we won't have to pay it 
this time.”’ 

Commissioner Brown said he could not 
tell whiat the county would do about the 
collection of the amount forfeited under 
the contract, but the contractors were le- 
gally liable. It might be, however, that 
there are such reasons ag would make the 
county slow about forcing the collection 
of a part if not all of the amount. 

Contractor Hazen said thé reasons why 
the work was delayed so long was on ac- 
count, first, of the long rainy spell when 
the jafl was started, there being two 
months when nothing could be done toward 
laying the foundations; and second, the 
strike in Pittsburg, which shut down the 
Steel works with which they had con- 
tracted, 

That the county has a good building is 
certain, It is as fine and as complete a 
building as can be found anywhere in the 
country. 

The new jail, from present indications, 
will be occupied in about two weeks.

jail and at one time it was thought he was 
going to die. 

Yesterday Detective Conn, as soon as he 
heard of the visit to Police Commissioner 
Johnson, investigated the case. He knew 
he had never mistreated any prisoner, and 
wien he had ascertained about the Fears 
case he was satisfied he was the victim of 
some malicious scheme, 

Last night Detective Conn visited the 
county jail in company with a reporter of 
The Constitution. Jailer Maddox stated 
that Fears had been brought to the jail 
about five or six weeks ago, and was, as 
far as he could judge, perfectly well at the 
time. He ate and slept and for about two 
weeks made no complaint. One morning 
other prisoners said Fears was very ill. 
Dr. McDaniel had the negro taken into the 
jail hospital and diagnosed his trouble as 
congestion of the lung and brain. Rance 
Miller, another negro prisoner, was detail- 
ed to wait on Fears, who was given every 


attention. 

Last Thursday Fears was sent to the 
city court for trial, and was brought back 
very sick, having suffered from a relapse. 
But he has never been ag fll as he was 
when he was first taken down, it is said, 

It is probable that Detective Conn will 
be subjected to a trial and that some stir 
may be made about the matter. He thinks 
the case was instigated by a lot of negroes 
who had been confined in the county jail 
for running a blind tiger and who had 
been arrested by himself and other de- 
tectives. 

“The blind tiger negroes, I suppose,’”’ said 
Detective Conn, ‘‘are taking this method 
of venting thetfr spite on me for raiding 
their den and making them pay fines in the 
eity court. I remember the arrest of 
Fears. He was caught by Patrolmen Beav- 
ers and Chandler, and I was detailed to in- 
vestigate the matter. Fears had stolen 
two valuable rings, and he made a full 
confession without any pressure being 
brought to bear on him. One of the rings 
was recovered and the other he threw into 
the sewer at the police barracks, and it 
was lost. I never struck Fears a blow of 
any kind in my life. I understand that he 
charges I beat him almost to death with 
aclub. I have no apprehension about the 
case amounting to anything.” 

Dr. McDaniel, the county physician, said 
last night: 

“IT thave attended Fears since his tncar- 
ceration. He has been subject to epilep- 
tic fits and had a severe one about three 
weeks ago. His illness was due to a con- 
gestion of the lungs and the brain. There 
were no evidences of his having been 
struck or beaten and his sickness was 
not caused by any bruises or contusions, 
and he was not injured, as far as I could 
tell. I do not believe he was struck at 
all.’”’ 

There have been many exaggerated sto- 
ries about Fears and a report has been 
circulated among the negroes of the city 
that he was dying and that his condition 
was due to a terrible beating received at 
the hands of the city detective. The tes- 
timony of the jail officials, the officers at 
the police barracks and the county physi- 
eian refutes the charges made by Fears 
and his friends and allies. 


THIRD GEORGIA’ DESERTER 


Dan McCullom, Arrested for Drunk- 
enness, Is Spotted as a Deserter 
and May Go to Prison. 

Dan McCullon. a deserter from the 
Third Georgia volunteer regifment, «ns 
arrested yesterday afternoon and locked 

up at police barracks. 

McCullom was arrested by Patrolman 
Mark Holt for being drunk and disorderly 
on the sireet, and while he was being con- 
veyed to the barracks a sefgeant of the 
Third Georgia saw him and followed the 
patrol wagon. The sergeant informed the 
police authoriteis that McCullom was wan. 
ted in Griffin for desertion. 

As soon as McCullom saw the sergeant: 
he yelled out: 

“Say, pertrer, for goodness says, don’t 
throw me down.” 

As he wus being led into a cell the de- 
serter said to the turnkey: 

“The jig’s all up and I will have to pay 
for the little fun I’ve had.” 

Under the law MfCullom will have to 
serve a sentence of two years in a United 
States prison. He is a Scotchman by 
birth and has no relatives in Georgia.

WEST POINT 1S BEHIND IT 


Belt Will Be Sly Miles Long and Wil 
Cost $200,000, 


GOOD MOVE FOR THE ROAD AND CITY 


Some Opposition Was Developed in the 
Stockholders’ Meeting, as It Was 
a New Proposition—Work 
Will Start in Thirty 


Days. 
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Atlanta and West Point road 
will build belt line around east- 
ern side of city at a cost of 
$200, 000. 
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THE ATLANTA AND WEST POINT 
Railroad Company will begin work in about 
thirty days on a belt line road to extend 
around the eastern side of the city to the 
Georgia railroad. 

Nearly all right of way is under option 
and the West Point road has made all the 
preliminary arrangements. 

At yesterday’s annual meeting of the 
West Point’s stockholders the project was 
sprung and it developed lively opposition 
from the minority stockholders, who did 
not fully realize all it meant. It was a 
new proposition to most of the stockhold- 
ers and the minority thought there was a 
Scheme behind it, They were suspicious 
and voted against building the beit, but 
President Milton H. Smith, of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, and General Manager 
T. K. Scott, of the Georgia railroad, voted 
the stock which their companies owned 
and carried the proposition through all 
right. 

Vice President T. M. Egan, of the Cen- 
tral, represented that road’s interests, and 
he was against the project at first. 

President George C. Smith, of the At- 
lanta and West Point, has been working 
on this enterprise for some time. His 
company owns no terminus in this city. 
It has nothing but a strip of ground thir- 
teen feet wide from McPherson to the 
Nelson street bridge, where its_tracks end 
It has no interest in the union passenger 
Station except that of a tenant. It has 
to pay the Central of Georgia a large sum 
evéry year for trackage. Every car which 
it delivers to a connecting line or to a 
patron in this city is subject to a trackage 
charge. 

The belt line wil give it a chance to 
get industries located on its tracks and 
the road will be much more closely identi- 
fied with Atlanta when it gets its own 
belt. 

The new line will be six miles long and 
will cost $200,000. Starting at a point 2,000 
feet beyond the city limits, between West 
End and Fort. McPherson, the belt will 
hug the city’s eastern limit as Closely as 
possible arouni to the Georgia. It will 
go just east of Grant park and will strike 
the Georgia where that road enters the 
city at Inman park. There will bs five or 
six bridges and a tunnel. The latter will 
be under the Southern railway’s tracks 
near Clark university. Practically all the 
rigat of way is under option. Some of it 
is given to the company. For the rest it 
will have to pay various sums, Ten or 
twelve acres will be bought east of Mr. 
Azgmon Yurphy’s land for a yard and 
terminal.

which to build the belt an'’d he added thar 
it will be of great advantage to his road. 
This new road will keep many freight 
trains from passing through the city. It 
will greatly relieve the Whitehall, Pryor 
and Loyd street crossings. 

Never since it was built has the Atlanta 
and West Point thad an independent en- 
trance into the city. For forty years it 
has had to use the Central’s tracks to get 
into Atlanta. Mr. George Smith has been 
saving money and putting it aside year 
by year for the purpose of acquiring ter- 
minais in Atlanta. These savings, with 
money. obtained from the sale of lands, 
how amount to a sum eufficient to built 
the belt. 

In order to construct the belt, the West 
Point had to get a new charter about two 
years ago. The West Point gvt a charter 
from the legislature, but that did not per- 
mit the company to build any branches. 
To get that power, the company applied 
for a charter from the secretary of state 
and got it. Yesterday this new charter 
was accepted and now after advertising 
the company’s purpose for thrty days, 
work can begin on the branch. 

There are two belt roads around the 
northeastern side of the city, but there 
is none on the east side. All that ground 
out there is new territory for the West 
Point. The location wil] be desirable for 
new manufacturing enterprises. 

The Louisville‘ and Nashville and the 
Georgia together own more than half the 
West Pint’s stock. so when It came time 
to vote the minority stockholders could not 
prevent ‘the project from being indorsed 
by the majority stockholders. In the direc- 
tors’ meeting the belt had more friends 
to support than opponents to try to de- 


feat it.

A LOOSE PANTHER WAS SEEN AT 
evening, according to a 
report made at the police barracks last 
night »y Bicycle Officer McCurdy, whose 
beat is in the park. 

Officer McCurdy reported that the 
animal had come near killing a little boy 
by springing upon dim out of a tree, and 
that the boy’s life was saved by a shot 
from a gun in the hands of a young man 
who was close by at the time. 

The affair caused the most intense 
citement and it was decided that an 
ganized hunt for the panther should be 
instituted at once to kill the beast and get 
rid of it. 

For two or three weeks past there have 
been reports that a wild cat of huge pfro- 
portions had been seen fn and near the 
park. Officer McCurdy was told by a num- 
ber of persons that they had seen the anl- 
mal. Patrolman Goodwin, who was on 
duty at the park a week ago, saw the 
animal and shot at it with his pistol. He 
reported the affair at the police barracks 
and said it was the largest wildcat he had 
ever laid his eyes upon. 

Last night the same huge animal was 
up in a tree between Fort Walker and the 
pavilion at the end of the Fair gtreet car 
line, and when a little boy passed under 
the tree the panther, as it was afterwards 
pronounced to be, jumped toward him. The 
boy saw the panther just as it was about 
to spring, it was near dusk, and he 
ran screaming toward the pavilion. Mr. 
Charles Banks was close by with a shotgun 
and he fired at the panther, which caused 
the beast to turn and run away. The gun 
was loaded with bird shot, and if the pan- 
ther was hit the wounds were not serious 
enough to hurt him. 

Officer McCurdy was told of the affair 
and he attempted to find the animal to 
shoot at it with his pistol, but failed to 
locate it. 

The officer was told that about a year 
and a half ago a iman came to Atlanta 
from the country with a young panther and 
tried to sell it at the park. He failed and 
was seen afterwards going into the city 
without the animal. It was surmised at 
the time that he had either killed the pan- 
ther or turned it loose. It is believed that 
the half-grown panther seen last night 
and which has been taken for a wildeat 
for the past month was the one carried 
to the park and made free by the country- 
man. 

The excitement at the park was running 
high last night. McCurdy was informed 
that the people living in the locality were 
greatly alarmed and were afraid to let 
their children go out of doors after dark 
by themselves. A young man named Reed 
and Mr. Banke, who fired the shot last 
evening, said they mtended to organize a 
party as quickly as possible and hunt the 
panther with a pack of hounds. It is prob- 
able that a posse will be organized and the 
panther killed before the hunt is given up. 

Officer McCurdy said at the barracks last 
night when ue came off of duty: 

“From all the information I received, 
I am certain that the wild animal loose 
in the park is a panther. And I think he is 
the one which was turned loose by the 
fellow from the country. The panther is 
about half-grown. Something will have to 
be done at once to kill it. The attack 
made upon the little boy, whose name I 
failed to learn, shows plainly the animal 
is exceedingly dangerous. It doubtless 
lives in one of the Swamps near the park 
and is attracted to the park by the wild 
animals in the Zov.’’

WEATHER AND CROP BULLETIN. 


Complaints of Rust, Shedding and Rot- 
ting Cotton Are General. 


Washington, September 13.—The govern- 
ment weekly summary of crop conditions 
is a« follows: 

The weather conditions of the week Sep- 
tember 12, 1898. have been favorable for 
farm work and the maturing of crops in 
the lower lake region, middle Atlantic 
states, the Carolinas, lower Mississippi val- 
ley, Texas and Pacific coast states, but 
hava been generally unfavorable in New 
England and the east gulf states, including 
Georgia. while in that section of the coun- 
try east of the Rocky Mountains and west 
of the upper Mississippi valley. the week 
has been marked by unseasonably low 
temperatures, accompanied by heavy 
frosts (and in some instances snow) which, 
in Wisconsin. Minnesota, the Dakotas. Ne- 
braska, western Kansas and Wyoming 
killed tender vegetation and proved injuri- 
ous to the crops that were fully matured. 
Light frosts occurred in lowa, Illinois, In- 
diana and as far south as Kentucky. but 
with little or no Gamage to crops in the 
states. 

Reports from the present corn producitig 
states indicate that the larger part of the 
early crop is now practically safe, with 
much of it in shock. Late corn ig doing 
well in the eastern portions of Nebraska 
and Kansas, Iowa and Mississippi. In Ohio 
some fields are still green, Considerable 
late corn has been injured by frosts, in 
North Dakota and the extreme western por- 
tions of Kansas and Nebraska. In portions 
of Missouri the crop has sustained great 
damage_by hail and windstorms and it has 
suffered injury from excessive rains in the 
south Atlantic states. 

There appears to be no matcrial] improve- 
ment in the condition of the cotton crop it 
the eastern section of the cotton belt; the 
bolls are opening rapidly and picking is 
progressing, but complaints are atill gen- 
eral of rust, rotting, shedding and sprout- 
ing. In the central section reports are 
somewhat more favorable, except in Mis- 
sissippi. where the crop is seriously in- 
jured.In Texas the bulk of the crop is 
open and picking is progressing under 
favorable conditions. The staple is clean, 
though injurious_ insects and rust have 
destroyed prospects of the late crop in 
many places. 

Tobacco cutting. housing and curing con- 
tinue and the bulk of the crop has been 
secured in general!y excellent condition, In 
North Carolina, however, late tobacco is 
not curing wel). 

The soil conditions have continued favor- 
able for plowing for all seeding in most 
sections and the reports generally indicate 
this work to be well advanced, except in 
Maine, New Jersey, Virginia and Texas, 
where plowing has been delayed owing to 
lack of rain. Considerable fall wheat has 
Pete sown in the states of the central val- 
eys. |

SAVED FROM WHALING FLEET. 


Revenue Cutter Brings Back Members 
of Crews. 

Neah Bay, Wash., September 13.—The 
revenue cutter Bear touched here on her 
way down the coast. She has on board 
Lieutenants Jarvis and Bertholf and Dr. 
Call, composing the relief party, and 
ninety-one members of the crews of the 
vessels that were wrecked, including the 
crew of the schooner Louise J. Kenney. 

Besides the loss of the Orca and Free- 
man last fall, the schooner Rosario was 
the only other vessel that was crushed in 
the ice. The other vessels. the Newport. 
Jeanette, Fearless and Belvidere, are all out 
and either on their way down or have con- 
tinued on their whaling cruise. The Wan- 
derer, which went into Herschel island 
last fall when she found she could not get 
out, is known to be safe. Captain Newth, 
of the Jeanette, who was taken i.l at Cape 
Smyth, came down on the Bear, hav.ng 
turned his vessel over to Thomas Ellis and 
Charles Brewer. 

The Bear reports that the petty officer 
of the whaler Rosario wuymmitted suicide 
by drowning last spring, and in June Phil 
Mann, of the Jesse Freeman, dropped dead 
of heart failure. Gray, of the Jeanette, 
died of dropsy. A Siberian and a Japanese 
attached to the fleet also died since the 
fleet was last heard from. 


JEFF HOGAN CRUSHED BY CARS 


Ex-Policeman Seriously Injured Last 
Night While Coupling Cars—Be- 
lieved He Is Fatally Hurt. 
Ex-Policeman Jeff Hogan was crughed 
by freight cars in the yards of the South- 
ern ruilroad last night about 12:30 o'clock, 
and he received injuries which will proba- 


bly eause his death.

He suid he knew he was seriously hurt, 
and did not expect to recover. T'ac phy- 
sicians at the hospital pronounced Hogan’s 
injuries as very serious.

Field crops, such as are produced in Ware 
county, generally yield on an average with 
similar crops in other counties in south 
Georgia. Fertilizers are required to pro- 
duce good crops. Cotton yields from one- 
third of a bale to a_ bale per 
acre; corn from ten to twenty-five 
bushels per acre; sweet potatoes 
ffom seventy-five to two _ hundred 
bushels per acre; ‘sugarcane flourishes, 
vegetables pay handsomely on truck farms 
in the vicinity of Waycross.

Several Atlanta brokers attended yester- 
day's annual meeting of the Atlanta and 
West Point Railroad Company. The stock 
and bond brokers have been under the im- 
pression that some influence was at work 
to depress the price of debentures, so the 
brokers got stock or proxies and four or 
five of them atténded yesterday’s meeting.

eecedings at all. 

About 8,000 shares of stock were repre- 
sented in the meeting. The Loulsville end 
Nashville and the Georgia roads had nearly 
7,000 shares between ihem.

The president submitted his annual re- 
port, which showed total receipts from all 
traffic to be $575,259. This was an increase 
of $21,000 in the earnings. Under Mr. Smith's 
administration the road has been very 
prosperous. The'past year was the best the 
company has ever had. 

The net revenues from the year’s opera- 
tions were sufficient to meet all fixed 
charges, including a dividend of 6 per cent 
upon capital stock, payment of $70,789.02 for 
terminals, and leave a surplus of 3,983.03 to 
credit of income, making your total income 
balance of June 80, 1898, $177,398.75. 

The existence of yellow fever at several 
points in Mississippi, Louisiana and Ala- 
bama during portions of the month of Sep- 
tember, October and November of the past 
year, resulted fin-Gonsiderable loss of traffic, 
both passenger “and freight, during the 
months named, accompanied by increased 
expenses for extra service required by 
quarantine regulations. 

The loss of fréight receipts due to this 
interruption t6 traffic was fully recovered 
but the decrease in passenger receipts from 
this cause was not overcome -during the 
remainder of the year. 

As compared with the previous year, the 
gross receipts increased $20,812.56, equal to 
8.8 per cent. Net receipts increased $7,666.29, 
equal to 3.5 per cent. 

Freight receipts for the year show an 
increase of $27,659.29 compared with pre- 
vious year, equal! to 9.3 per cent. 

Receipts from through freight decreased 
$1,014.28, equal to 6 per cent. 

The average rate per ton per mile was 
1.54 cents, against 1.43 cents, the average 
of the previous year. The average rate per 
passenger per mile was 2.287 cents, a de- 
crease of .067 cents. 

For ballast the company spent $13,711; for 
double tracks $24,000; for new equipment 
$28,000, 

The average number of cars in each 
freight train wag thirty-three, an increase 
of four cars per train over the previous 
year, and the number of miles run per car 
per day, local, averaged 24.4, an increase 
of more than 5 per cent. 

The trains carried heavier loads the past 
year, too, by 19 per cent, the average num- 
ber of tons per frain being 233.
